Most observers could sav as much with equal positiveness, but 
while Alr. Insull lett the railroads here with a parting statement to 
the effect that the capitalists behind them knew their own business 
best, he immediately proceeded to lav betore his audience some facts 
chat point directly to an eventual revolution in railway motive power. 
lle readily gave credit, to begin with, to De Ferranti—who two vears 
avo told the British Institution of Electrical Engineers that from 
-0,.000,000 to 90,000,000 tons of coal per annum might be saved in 
Great britain by economies in the production and distribution of 
power—tor the conception of an idea whitch is certain to lead to con 
solidation of the minor plants in this country, and the upbuilding in 
their stead of plants that will meet not only all the requirements of 
a single community, but of numerous communities. He told how 
the local plant at first simply provided light for streets, ete.; how 
H Was soon extended so as to provide incandescent lighting for private 
use; how soon the local company went into the business of generating 
and selling power: how from this it spread out and connected with 
a company in a nearby town: how general sectional combination 
resulted, and how today the average local company supplies energy 
not only for lighting, whether for commercial or domestic purposes, 
but for power, tor pumping water and for urban and interurban 
transportation. ‘This method of concentration of generation, hé said. 
IS goIng on to such an extent in the smaller communities throughout 
the cauntry that he could point to one instance where a district cover- 
ng an arca Of 15,000 square nules is likely within a shert time to 
reduce the number of its clectric generating stations from) between 
100 and 120 to ten or twelve. That is to sav, ten or twelve vreat 
power-houses in a territory 150 miles one wav and 100 miles another 
will supply the communities therein with the electric cnergy that 
mav be needed for all purposes in the near future. ‘Tor be clearer. 
these power plants wall furnish light. power for pumping stations. 
power for wnlls and factories, power for urban and interurban 
lines, etc. 

In the straight line of development, the step is only a short one 
to bringing the capacity of these great consolidated electric generating 
plants up to the pomt where they will be able to supply power to the 
railroads that are now using steam. At the present ratio of progress 
they should be able to do this within a very few years. The econo- 
vues resulting from the employment of all the energy created must 
Inean a tremendous saving in fucl and with the attendant possibility 
of offering the trunk railroads power for the hauling of their trains 
at a much lower rate than they can produce it in the existing loco- 
motives.

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_ Syndicalism 


THE national waterways commission in its 
first report asks for further legislation for 
the protection of waterways against railway 
competition, to establish amicable relations 
between the two and to promote federal 
cooperation with local interests in construc- 
tion of canals. It offers some important 
recommendations with reference to certain 
waterway projects. The latter, however, are 
secondary. In the waterways question noth- 
ing can take precedence of the fact that these highways, whether 
natural or artificial, must be kept open to commerce to msure at once 
the freedom of traffic and the prevention of absolute monopoly im 
transportation. It may not be the province of the federal authority 
to construct waterways any more than it is its province to construct 
railways, but when a waterway becomes a public carrier, or has been 
so improved as to give promise of becoming so, it should be within 
the province of federal authority to prevent the kind of competition 
on the part of the railways that is aimed, not to advance the public 
interest, but ultimately to destroy a legitimate competitor. 

There is an alternative which only the railways refuse to see. 
lt has frequently been pointed out in these columns; it is* touched 
upon in the report referred to; it is the alternative of forming work- 
ing and amicable relations between water and rail. l‘or some mys-

terious reason the railwavs seem to give freely of energy and money * 


to the support of campaigns against the waterways; it would be tar 
more to their advantage if they would devote all of these to a study 
of the situation with the view of harmonizing their interests with 
the waterways. They are now regarding entirely as rivals transporta- 
tion routes that might easily become useful auxiharies. By unloading 
upon the rivers, canals and lakes, under the reasonable arrangements 
which it would be possible for them to make, a larger share of the 
freight they haul by rail, they might remove cause for much just 
complaint regarding excessive rates and at the same time relieve 
their equipment of much of fhe strain that increases expenditures 
and lowers net earnings. 

Federal protection and federal control of waterways are both 
essential: it the railways do not in the near future see more clearly) 
than they are apparently able to perceive at present where their real 
interests lie. federal development of the waterwavs may become an 
absolute necessity. It is not reasonable to suppose that railroads are 
intentionally inviting this, and vet thetr attitude toward the water- 


wavs. if continued. will make it inevitable.

He does not want it. or any part of it. put 
to any other use. With the completion of the waterway he would 
drive evervbody not connected in some capacity with the operation o1 
the canal off the zone, saving and excepting those permitted to do 
business at the centers of activity. ‘To drive all settlers, dwellers, 
squatters off the lands along the canal it will be necessary tor the 
This step, he savs, 
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government to acquire all private property rights.

Possibly when the canal shall have been completed 
and made ready, Colonel Goethals may take more kindly to the 
winter residence and truck garden idea. lor the present, his beliet 
secins to be that the zone would better be allowed to become a jungle. 


DuRING 1911 about 400,000 aliens settled 
in Canada, about one third of these being 
from the United States. Of the total, 
about 50 per cent went at once to western 
Canada. It ts ' recent United 
States consular trade report that the Do- 
minion government takes a triendlv interest 
i the immigrant from the moment ot his 
arrival. This is especially the case with ret- 
erence to those immigrants who go west. 
The great majority of the Americans, ot course, take capital into 
Canada and are in need of little attention and no assistance from 
the mmmigration agents, but this is not so with the arrivals from 
lturope, as a rule. 

Canada 1s looking tor settlers. Kk has the land and it wants 
the labor that 1s capable ot tilling the soil and making it valuable. 
This point 1s kept well in view, and fully as much care is taken 
to find employment for the mmigrant without capital as to locate 
the nnnugrant who has the purchase price of a farm or the means, 
at least, of possessing himself of a homestead. 

There are at present in western Canada about 200,000 available 
homesteads, each being of 160 acres. It 1s possible to pre-empt an 
additional 160 acres by paving the government at the rate of $3 
an acre. [lis purchase 1s made easy by being spread over a period 
of ten years. It does not require much to start, but many have not 
got this much, and it is necessary for them to find work first of all. 
The new arrival ts at liberty. to make his home for a reasonable time 
i one of the government immigrant stations. Ele may claim the 
tight to two full weeks’ residence, “while looking around,” with- 
out cost; he may stay longer at a loyy rate per diem. If he is seeking 
employment only, an effort is made to tind it for him, and he goes 
to work teeling that he has a claim upon the protection of the 
government. Likewise, 1f he becomes a homesteader and for any 
reason fails to make ends meet, he 1s given prompt assistance. 
lle is not pernutted to sufter hardship. The theory of the 
Dominion government is that every industrious settler is a 
future national asset, to be cared for until he is in a_ position 
to care for himself. There are no charges for help or assistance 
of any kind where these are really needed, and there is, conse- 
quently, neither temptation nor opportunity for dishonest officials 
or employees. Whatever ts done for the deserving immigrant 1s 
done: gratuitously and generously. 

lt 1s unnecessary to say that all this counts immensely to the 
advantage of Canada. The very first impression the immigrant 
forms of the country 1s a good one. And the impulse of the im- 
migrant who has met with such consideration and kindness at the 
hands of strangers in a strange land is naturally to strive to be 
worthy of them. Canada seems to have hit upon an idea the carry- 
ing out of which will be of more real value im the matter of filing 
her, waste places, and filling them well, than would any plan of 
advertising that could be devised. It is the kind of thing that soon 
gels noised around the world, to the credit and protit ot the nation 
that practises it. 
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
